The month of January just closed 
showed an excess in the matter of 
average daily temperature and a slight 
deficiency in rainfall below the nor- 
mal amount, according to figures re- 
leased Thursday by the weather bu- 
reau. The mean temperature for the 
month was 45.4 degrees or 2.8 degrees 
above the average figure for the month 
of 42.6. Precipitation totaled 4.22 
inches, or .73 of an inch below the 
normal amount despite the fact that 
rain was recorded on 14 days during 
the month. January last year had nine 
rainy days and a total rainfall of 
2.83 inches while the mean tempera- 
ture for the month showed 42.6, the 
average figure for this period. 


Records of past years reveal that 
the wettest January on record was in 
1883 when 15.82 inches were record- 
ed while the dry honors for the month 
are held by the year 1927 with a 
total precipitation of 1.11 inches. In 
the matter of temperature, January. 
1880, shows the highest mean with 54 
and the low mark was registered in 
1918 with a mean of 35. 

During the past month, the mercury 
in the official thermometer did all its 
ranging bewteen 253 and 74. Mr. von 
Herrmann stated that on the basis of 
these figures, the month could be call- 
ed extremely mild since the lowest fig- 
ure reached was much above the low 
record for the month and even the 
average of all January minimums, 
while the high of 74 was only two de- 
grees below the record high for the 
month which was reached January 21, 
1927. 

January of last year showed a high 
and low point of 72 and 1, respective- 
ly, while the lowest temperature ever 
recorded in this month was —2 de- 
grees, January 11, 1886.

When ¥ lunteers were enrolled for the civil war, regiments in the - 
north elected their colonels. In many instances, the man who had the 
mee money to spend for whisky got the most votes and became the 
eader. 

But the privates recognized their own folly, and at least one 
Illinois regiment refused to march with the colonel it had elected. The 
privates believed in self-government and majority rule in time of peace, 
but when their lives were at stake they demanded a competent leader. 

During the world war, also, democracy was shelved by common 
consent and the people clamored for a dictator who could save them. 

The rule of the able is the only sane rule, and this truth is recog- 
nized by the people in time ot emergency.

Born on the high seas, some 700 
miles from Cape Race, Labrador, Cap- 
tain Tranter, after he reached the 
age of 15 years, sailed with his fa- 
thers fishing smacks and whalers to 
all parts of the world, until 1894 when 
he entered the United States Naval 
academy at Annapolis, and was grad- 
uated four years later with honors. 

Immediately after - graduation he 
was assigned to the gunboat ‘“‘Yank- 
ton” in Chinese waters, where he 
served for several vears. He then was 
ered to the Philippines for a period 
of three years, and on returning to 
the states he accompanied many va- l have ever accomplished,

Virtually all of his wartime duty 
was spent in command of submarine 
chasers and destroyers in the Asiatie 
service.
